35-Man Crew Quits

New York (ft — The 35-man 


crew of a storm-battered and 
sinking British merchantman 
abandoned ship Tuesday with- 
in sight of a passenger liner. 
But hours after darkness had 
fallen their fate was still un- 
known. 


The liner, responding to an 


SOS, had lumbered through 
strong gale winds and moun- 
tainous seas to the side of the 
stricken vessel, about 6GO miles 
southeast of Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. Other vessels sped to 
the scene. 


A Coast Guard plane said 


the crew took to lifeboats at 
1:50 p.m. CST. The plane 
dropped three lifeboats. 


Standing By 


The Italian line's flagship, 


Leonardo da Vinci, stood by 
as crewmen of the stricken 
vessel, the Ambassador, aban- 
doned ship. She maneuvered 
alongside one life raft, but re- 
ported it was empty.

35-Man Crew Quits 
Storm-Battered Ship 


New York 
— The 35 -man 
crew of a storm-battered and 
sink ing British merchantman 
abandoned ship Tu esday with­ 
in sight of a passenger liner. 
Bu t hou rs after dark ness had 
fallen their fate was still u n­ 
k nown. 
The liner, responding to an 
SOS, had lu mbered throu gh 
strong gale winds and mou n­ 
tainou s seas to the side of the 
strick en v essel, abou t 660 miles 
sou theast of Halifax , Nov a 
Scotia. Other v essels sped to 
the scene. 
A Coast Gu ard plane said 
the crew took to lifeboats at 
1:50 p.m. CST. The plane 
dropped three lifeboats. 
Standing By 
The Italian line’s flagship, 
Leonardo da Vinci, stood by 
as crewmen of the strick en 
v essel, the Ambassador, aban­ 
doned ship. She maneu v ered 
alongside one life raft, bu t re­ 
ported it was empty . 
Another raft tipped ov er, 
bu t the sev en men righted It 
and stru ggled back aboard, 
the Coast Gu ard said. 
The 
Coast Gu ard 
plane 
headed back to its base, and 
its sk ipper, Lt. Cly de C. Rob­ 
bins, said he didn’t think the 
Ambassador 
w ou l d 
stay 
afloat throu gh the night. 
Of the crewmen’s chances 
of su rv iv al, he said:

Pax ton, challenging a re­ 
v iew by Dr. Ev erett Peterson, 
Univ ersity of Nebrask a Col* 
lege of Agricu ltu re ex tension 
economist, said, “We hav e 
heard the part of the USDA 
today . As hard-headed ranch 
people we don’t bu y it.” 
Peterson said his talk was 
not to sell any body ’s program 
and not to ju stify l^ef im­ 
ports bu t that economists gen­ 
erally were in fav or of liberal 
trading policies.

However, the first four pros- 
pective Jurors were excused 
from the case anyway. 


Twice the state accepted 


candidates as Jurors. T h i s 
forced the defense to use per- 
emptory challenges to b a r 
them, without giving any rea- 
sons. 


The o t h e r two prospects 


were excused by the court- 
one because he had reserva- 
tions about the death penalty 
demanded by the state, the 
other because she had formed 
an opinion on the case. 


Opinion 


The one with the opinion 


was Mrs. Sherry Lundberg, 
22, a winsome brunette bride 
of six months. Her dismissal 
was followed by an overnight 
adjournment of the trial. 


In a fierce exchange of ar- 


gument, the defense tried to 
force off the panel the first 
two jury candidates, Milliard 
Stone, M, an articulate tech- 
nical illustrator for an aero- 
space plant, and Mrs. C. C.

—T h e 
Senate Tuesday passed by a 
v oice v ote and sent to the 
House a bil l to authorize 
construction of the 250,000- 
acre, $ 248 million Garrison 
div ersion 
unit 
project for 
North and South Dakota. 
The project, almost wholly 
In North Dakota, is intended 


to help repay the state for 
the 548,000 acres 
of 
r i c h 
farmland flooded by Missouri 
Riv er Basin reserv oirs. 
A House Interior Subcom­ 
mittee has scheduled hear­ 
ings for Thursday and Fri­ 
day on companion legislation. 
Of the $ 248,234,000 t o t a l 
cost, $ 191,132,000 is allocated 


to irrigation, with $ 25,546,000 
of that sum to be repaid by 
irrigators 
and 
conserv ancy 
districts, and $ 165,586,000 by 
power users. 
According to the Interior 
Department, $ 11,285,000 of the 
total cost is allocated to mu­ 
nicipal and industrial water 
supplies, $ 37,000 to power, 
and $ 2,813,000 to flood control. 
The $ 30,845,000 for fish and 
wildlife, and $ 12,122,000 for 
recreation are non-repayable 
expenses of the project, ac­ 
cording to the breakdown. 
The department has esti­ 
mated the multi-million d o 1- 
lar project will return $ 2.50 
in benefits for each $ 1 of 
cost.

Miami Beach, Fla. ¡AA-The 
AFL-CIO Executiv e Council 
accused state legislatures and 
“ aspiring presidential candi­ 
dates” Tuesday of sabotaging 
unemployment benefits under 
pressure from employers. 
The policy-making council 
of the giant labor federation 
singled 
out 
Gov . 
William 
Scranton of Pennsylv ania for 
special criticism, and called 
on Congress to establish 
a 
federal minimum for jobless 
payments. 
“Gov . Scranton of Penn­ 
sylv ania has now porposed 
that benefits be discontinued 
for ov er 90,000 unemployed 
persons,” the council said in 
a statement. 


“Instead of attacking un­ 
employment he attacks the 
unemployed,” the c o u n c i l 
charged. 
AFL-CIO president George 
Meanv said the reference to 
“ aspiring presidential candi­ 
dates” referrred to Scranton. 
“ We think he is so important 
we put 
it in the plural,” 
Meany said. 
He mentioned no o t h e r 
names of presidential hope­ 
fuls. 
The council said states are 
increasingly 
sacrificing un­ 
employment insurance in ord­ 
er to attract industry. 
“This v icious cycle, aggra­ 
v ated by interstate competi­ 
tion, has prev ented the sys 


tern from fulfilling either its 
social objectiv e of allev iating 
the distress of unemployment, 
or its economic objectiv e of 
maintaining purchasing pow­ 
er,” the council said. 
“In the face of this threat­ 
ened breakdown of the sys­ 
tem, Congress has done noth­ 
ing. State legislatures, under 
heav y pressure f r o m em­ 
ployers. continue to under­ 
mine benefits. Twelv e state 
legislatures cut back one or 
another part of the benefit 
structure in their state laws 
last 
year,” 
the 
c o u n c i l 
added. 
Meany said the AFL-CIO, 
which has 13.5 million mem­ 
bers in its affiliated unions. 


will do ev erything possible to 
help Pennsylv ania labor lead­ 
ers fight any cut in joble&s 
benefits. 
“The AFL-CIO is 
greatly 
alarmed at the continuing at­ 
tacks on unemployment in­ 
surance,” the council said. 
“The attacks, from state 
legislatures, national maga­ 
zines and aspiring presidenti­ 
al candidates, threaten t h e 
performance of the program 
as a method of prev enting 
prov erty.” 
The council urged Congress 
“to heed the storm warnings 
of the last two years and .en­ 
act the administration pro­ 
posal for modernizing jobless 
pay in this session.”

Judge Orders 
New Vote On 
Rail Merger 


Chicago UP) — A f e d e r a l 
judge ordered Tuesday a new 
v ote among stockholders of 
the Rock Island Railroad on 
merger with the Union Paci­ 
fic Railroad. 
Judge Julius Hoffman of 
U.S. District Court also or­ 
dered a new solicitation of 
proxies and banned any meet­ 
ing of stockholders for th e 
purpose of approv ing a n y 
m e r ge r within the next 60 
days. 
The ruling applies to t h e 
Rock Island lines, the Chicago 
and North Western Railway 
and the Union Pacific. 
The court also enjoined the 
North Western from soliciting 
proxies or seeking to 
per­ 
suade Rock Island stockhold­ 
ers to v ote against approv al 
of the proposed merger by 
means of any communication 
not filed with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 
The court, 
in a 21-page 
opinion, 
sev erely 
criticized 
the North Western for actions 
it took in its attempt to de­ 
feat t h e proposed Rock Is- 
land-Union Pacific merger. 
Rock Island 
shareholders 
were to hav e v oted Nov . 15, 
1963, in a special meeting on 
the merger with the U n i o n 
Pacific which has been ap­ 
prov ed by directors of both 
railroads.

S t a t e Assemblyman Phillip 
Burton, a 
Democrat, 
won 
election Tuesday night to the 
5th California congressional 
district seat v acated by John 
Shelley.

selves in the position of a West Coast resi- 
dent who purchased two paintings from a 
New York art dealer. The Westerner se- 
lected the paintings he wanted from what 
no knew was an expensive collection. The 
man, an industrialist, asked that the paint- 
ings be shipped to his home. As he de- 
parted, he was reminded by the dealer that 
the price of the paintings had not been dis- 
cussed. 


The industrialist replied that he knew 


the dealer always did his best for his cus- 
tomers and that was enough for him. The 
price would be known, he said, when the 
bill was sent. The bill, sure enough, was 
sent and It amounted to the tidy sum of 
$530,000. Most of us will never see the day 
when we can be so casual with such large 
sums of money. In fact, most of us will 
never even see such a large sum, much less 
treat It so casually. 


But it is possible that, in some respects, 


we could find ourselves in the position of 
the dealer. Not necessarily in the matter of 
money might we so find ourselves in that 
position, as the dealer, it turns out, is a 
man of quite some wealth himself. His own 
personal art collection Is said to be valued 
in the millions of dollars. 


* 
It is undoubtedly because of his own 


wealth that he is of the nature he is re- 
ported to be by the New York Times. It is 
this nature of the man that could profitably 
be common to many of us. The man is Sam 
Salz who was featured in a story recently 
in The Times. Mr. Salz sees customers only 
by appointment, does not advertise and con- 
siders the artistic side of things as impor- 
tant as the commercial side. Of his art 
treasures, his own and those he sells, he 
says: "For me. this is a religious thing. 
This Is not merchandise. Sure, I handle pic- 
tures worth millions. But I never buy for 
anybody. I buy for myself. If I like it, I buy 


It. I dbn't sell to people just because they 
have money. My pictures have to have a 
home." 


Not every buslneiBirinn, of course, can 


afford the luxury of picking out his cus- 
tomers. When you get right down to It, most 
people believe that that which they create 
It often desecrated in the bands Into which 
It falls through the common market. The 
creative person would much prefer, if he 
could only afford it, to have his creations 
In the hands of those who fully understood 
and appreciated that which had been cre- 
ated. At least, the creative person would 
prefer that he be permitted to limit himself 
to the satisfaction of only his own Instincts 
and feelings but such Is the privilege of only 
a very few. For the vast majority, there 
is a minimum level of compatibility with 
which they must comply. 


* 
But Mr. Salz has something else of 


value that Is readily available to all of us. 
Concluding his interview with the Times 
writer, Mr. Salz smiled and said: "You 
know, my dream was to be a painter. But 
1 was a bad painter." The fact that he could 
not himself become a painter did not dis- 
courage this New York collector. 


Since he could not himself paint suc- 


cessfully, he did the next best thing—he be- 
came a collector of the works of others. 
Thus, he still found a satisfaction for the 
creativity that was within him and a satis- 
faction of the artistic thirst with which he 
must have been born. 


In that which comes the way of all of 


us from time to time, we can apply some 


of this philosophy. We 
may not be practicing 
politicians but we can 
appreciate good gov- 
ernment and make a 


positive contribution toward this end by 
being an informed citizen. We may not be 
able to write music or perhaps to under- 
stand much of it, even, but this in no way 
need interfere with our enjoyment of it. One 
need not be an expert at anything to find 
enjoyment and happiness at almost every 
turn in life. Much the same thing can be 
said of one's career. 


You may or may not be in a position 


of high responsibility in your Work but you 
can still find satisfaction in whatever con- 
tribution you are making. Mr. Salz does not 
paint, which he would like to do, but he has 
made his dealership a rewarding substitute. 
Your work may not be unique or original 
but you should consider the fact that your 
contribution to the whole helps provide the 
finish that permits perfection. 


The Niche For 


Non-Experts 


Warning To Colorado 


Nebraska's Mel Stcen shook Colorado's 


recreation leaders at their annual confer- 
ence last week at Denver. 


He warned the Coloradoans that Ne- 


braska and other neighboring states are 
going after the recreation business in a 
meaningful way. Nebraska has earmarked 
$25 million for recreation development over 
the next 10 years. 


"Nature has been kind to you, giving 


you mountains, beautiful scenery, c o o l 
summers and a variety of recreational ac- 
tivities. But you are spending only $400,000 
a year to build up accommodations and ad- 
vertise them. You are apt to lose hundreds 
of millions over the next few years unless 
you adopt an adequate development pro- 
gram," he warned. 


The Denver Post was duly impressed 


and repeated the warning. 


It may seem odd that ambitious Ne- 


braska would encourage a prime competi- 
tor, Colorado, to try harder. But it isn't. 


II is hard for any one state lo change 


the direction of the flow "of rccrealion. It 
Is more easily done if several neighboring 
slates join in Ihe effort. It is not wise for 
Nebraska (o attempt to snatch a dollar on 
its way to Colorado. It is more wise for 
Nebraska and Colorado to cooperate in or- 
der to divert five new dollars this way. 
Then there is more than ever lo go around. 


Nebraska will never compete with Col- 


orado's mountains because it hasn't any. 
But it has the plainsman beauty, an abun- 
dance of recreation water and provocative 
historical places. All these add up lo a 
long list of varied enjoymenls, certainly in- 
teresting enough to warrant Colorado and 
Nebraska working shoulder to shoulder to 
swing the vacationers in this direction. 


Err On Side Of Plenty 


City Councilman Lloyd Hinkley is cor- 


rect in his admonition that city govern- 
ment should not underestimate the future 
growth of Lincoln. He noted that this has 
been done in the past and that it is possi- 
ble to do in regard lo the future develop- 
ment of the Stevens Creek watershed. 


What it means is that Lincoln should 


not let its public expendilures program lag 
so badly lhat il finds itself in a hole in 
the years ahead from which it cannot climb. 
II means thai ihis current generation of 
people has an obligation lo provide for the 
future at least an even balance as be- 
tween public facilities provided and de- 
manded.

WASHINGTON-B r i 11 s h 
’ Prime 
Minister 
Sir 
Alec 
Douglas Home talked very 
frankly to President Joh nson 
about th e weak strength of 
British troops on Cyprus and 
warned th at Britain could 
only send 2,000 additional 
troops to th at strife-4orn is­ 
land. 


States and Britain in no un­ 
certain terms th at if th e 
Turks sent troops to Cyprus, 
as th ey h ave a righ t under 
th e treaty to protect th eir na­ 
tionals, Greece would c o n- 
sider it aii act of war. Th is 
meant th at Greece w oul d 
probably invade European 
Turkey th rough Th race. 
Th is was one reason wh y 
Undersecretary George Ball 
rush ed off to th e Mediter­ 
ranean to h ead off war. 
Home ex plained to Joh nson 
and to oth ers in Wash ington 
th at th ere are now between 
5,000 and 6 ,000 British troops 
on Cyprus and th at th e addi­ 
tional battalion would not be 
able to prevent civil war. In 
fact th e prime minister’s 
aides confided th at in case of 
civil 
war, 
British 
troops 
would be pulled into th eir 
compounds away from any 
figh ting and would let th e 
Greeks and Turks kill each 
oth er off. 
“We h ave no pleasure in 
remaining in Cyprus to be 
sh ot down by both sides,” 
th e prime minister remarked 
during h is stay in Wash ing­ 
ton. Th e ex tra battalion, h e 
ex plained, would mean mov­ 
ing 2,000 troops from one 
side of NATO in Germany, to 
th e oth er side in th e Mediter­ 
ranean, th erefore would not

Omaha (ZP)—Dr. Edwin Davis 
Sr., 75, of Omaha died Mon­ 
day night in an Omaha hosp i­ 
tal.

chrome. He worked with Dr. 
Edwin C. White at Johns Hop ­ 
kins researching for a urinary 
antisep tic. Dr. White 
com­ 
p leted the mercurochrome de­ 
velop ment after Dr. Davis en­ 
tered service during World 
War I. 
The urinary antisep tic was 
not found, but the antisep tic 
turned out to be good for mi­ 
nor skin injuries and is now 
a medicine chest mainstay. 
Dr. Davis testified, as an 
exp ert on the Johns Hop kins 
staff, against Dr. John R. 
Brinkley’s “goat gland’’ reju­ 
venation treatment which was 
the subject of radio commer­ 
cials in the 1930s. The testi­ 
mony help ed convince federal 
authorities the “goat gland” 
claims were false. 
His wife said that in 
ac­ 
cordance with the wishes of 
Dr. Davis there would be no 
services. Other survivors in­ 
clude a daughter a n d two 
sons, both p hysicians, 
two 
brothers and a sister.
